The sea around 
us: drawings by Katherine L. Howe. Ox- 
ford Univ. Press, $3.50. June 28. 


A fascinating account of the mysterious, awe- 
inspiring sea, a more potent force in human 
life than we realize. Piecing together the 
geological evidence, this describes the pro- 
cesses that probably formed the earth, the 
moon, and the oceans; goes on to tell of the 
seasonal changes in the behavior of the myriad 
marine creatures; recounts man’s attempts to 
learn the secrets of the abysmal depths. Suc- 
ceeding chapters tell of the part played by 
wind, sun, and the spinning of the earth in 
the making of tides, the importance of tides 
in regulating climate, and the wealth to be 
found in the waters.

Fabulous huntsmen, oversize and undersize 
animals and crops, miraculous catches of fish 
and bags of game, fantastic beasts and funny 
weather abound in this collection of tall tales 
from the Ozarks. Since a windy story isn’t 
a lie unless it’s told for the truth, the author 
made only vague gestures toward tracing the 
origins of the stories and has acquired the 
art of straight-faced delivery. A few of the 
tales are familiar in other parts of the coun- 
try, many have original twists and some 
sound entirely new. A bibliography of books 
and magazine stories and an index add to 
the book’s usefulness.

that they are capable of bearing.”

The success story of an American music pub- 
lisher who started his career as an immigrant 
doing back breaking menial labor in the dusty 
storage stacks of a New York music house. 
A sense of humor mellows the telling of the 
more painful experiences of the first years in 
America and makes this a pleasant addition 
to the personal experiences books.

Against an authentic and vividly described 
background of Swedish life, Easter and Christ- 
mas customs, wedding and christening cele- 
brations is drawn a memorable picture of a 
mother. Married to Bible-reading, domineer- 
ing and lustful Peter, Sigrid is burdened not 
only with cooking and weaving and bearing 
a child each year but with the added labor 
of barn and field with which her lazy husband 
refuses to help. She struggles cheerfully to 
rear her children, engineers a successful op- 
eration to remove an ugly birthmark from 
her eldest daughter’s face, watches her oldest 
son leave for America, sees most of her 
daughters happily married and at Peter’s 
death is able to turn to an old friend for the 
love she was denied in her life with Peter. 


Davis, Burke. The ragged ones. Rinehart, 
$3.50. May 10. 


A fictional treatment of the southern cam- 
paign of 1781 in which the ragged troops of 
Generals Daniel Morgan and Nathanael Greene 
harried and engaged the Redcoats under 
Cornwallis until the British were forced 
northward. The campaign is seen mostly as 
the fighting infantry lived it and there is 
constant awareness of the shortage of sup- 
plies, the haphazard methods of enlistment, 
and the pillage and looting by both armies 
and by deserters from the ragged rebels. The 
secondary fictional action concerns a student 
and the ways in which he is matured by the 
campaign and by a capricious camp follower. 
The book succeeds in making both the action 
and the soldiers realistic.

Sociologists and students of government, not 
religious groups, will be the audience for this 
study, undertaken “to investigate church lob- 
bying as a developing institution of organized 
religion, to set forth its organization, to view 
its practices, to survey the interests around 
which it centers, and to discover the changes 
which it is undergoing.” Makes no attempt to 
evaluate the effectiveness of church lobbying. 
Finds that, although church organizations do 
not like to be looked upon as pressure groups, 
the facts show that they are, usually present- 
ing the views of leaders rather than members 
of churches, and exerting pressure for both 
their special interests and humanitarian 
causes.

In a dignified retelling of the story of Jesus 
from the Annunciation to the Resurrection, 
Bible text is used as the only source for dialog. 
The narrative is amplified with descriptions 
of the country and customs, history gathered 
from other sources, and with commentaries 
on the spiritual significance. The Gospels are 
followed literally but there is some fictional 
interpretation of possible thoughts and emo- 
tions, and characterization of the persons en- 
tering into the narrative.

An explanation of the position taken by the 
ethical culturists, who cannot accept intel- 
lectually the teachings of traditional religion 
although they subscribe to its moral and 
ethical values. They deny that religion is a 
matter of personal salvation. and assert that 
it ought to be a social agency seeking to in- 





spire people to act in all personal relationships 
so as to bring out the best in themselves and 
others, and to discriminate between true and 
false values. The author is confident that this 
view will prevail, because it is the only one 
that fits a democratic society, it allows men 
to accept scientific discovery while maintain- 
ing spiritual aspirations, and is truly universal 
because it contains no creed.

Fills in the back- 
ground needed for understanding and inter- 
preting school expenditures to the public, and 
discusses sources of revenue, appraising each 
source and the policies and practices that 
arise from dependence on them; also discusses 
the financial management of schools, stressing 
the intelligent adaptation of techniques rather 
than specific methods. Makes much of the 
growing importance of federal taxation and 
the desirability of more local action.

In a somewhat disjointed and repetitious fash- 
ion, but sincerely and as objectively as possi- 
ble, offering letters and documents in proof, 
the head of the Scottsboro Defense Committee 
tell the inside story of the defense. He de- 
scribes the organization of the committee, the 
communist attempts at control and their use 
of the case for propaganda and money-making, 
the personality conflicts which arose, the 
political machinations, and through it all the 
determination and patience of the committee 
members and their unwavering belief in the 
innocence of the boys. Not the last nor the 
most dispassionate account, this is never- 
theless a worthy addition to the subject.

A frank attack on the double-edged popula- 
tion problem: over-population and the genetic 
erosion evident in inadequate replacement of 
the intelligent. The author traces the develop- 
ment of medical science and the resultant de- 
creasing death rate—pointing out that birth 
control is no more meddling with nature than 
is death control; he presents the findings of 
genetic studies, the related psychological dis- 
coveries, and cites Puerto Rico, China, Japan 
and certain parts of the U.S. as danger spots. 
He recommends a vigorous educational cam- 
paign among both educated and uneducated, 
to gain a voluntary balance between births 
and deaths, adequate family aid and improved 
economic and social conditions. Certain to 
raise controversy but a necessary addition if 
only to provoke thought and discussion.

It was found that even very young children 
could be asked to study themselves—there 
was one first-grade group—and that the chil- 
dren and parents often brought in problems 
not foreseen by the investigators.
